The purse-has te outward appesrance 
of a somewhat thick portemonnaie, and 
the pistol is secured to the metal 
frame on the left hand side when the 
muzzle is pointed forward. On the 
right hand side there are the erdinary 
kets for gmoney, and on the left 
d side fhe purse opens in the same 
way, to allow the pistol to be cleaned 
rat | loaded. By touching a spring in 
the frame-work a little trap-door opens 
and discloses the muzzle, while at the. 
same moment the trigger falls down 
from below. The revolver has five 
chambers, and Ely’s five millimetre 
cartridges. The idea of the inventor 
is not only. to afford a means of carry- 
ing a pistol without displaying it, but 
also that a thief might be shot in the 
very act of appearing to comply with‘ 
the demand for money. The mechan- 
ism is very simple, and works easy and 
well; and the pistol, although con- 
cealed, + bes ha with sufficient 
accu or urpose as &@ weapon 
of defense at aie quarters. Inorder 
to fire, arather strong pull on the 
trigger is required, so that there is 
ractically no danger of discharging 
the pistol accidentially when using 
the purse for its declared purposes.
